Advantage has been taken of the presence of 
several leading politicians in attendance upon 
the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, ut Liverpool, to hold a meeting at 
the Chamber of Commerce, with the view to 
obtain an expression of opinion on the rela- 
tions which should exist between the mother- 
country and her colonies. Sir Stafford 
Northcote took the chair, and among the 
speakers were Viscount Sandon, one of the 
local members, Viscount Milton, Sir J. Lub- 
bock, Sir H. Barkly, the new Governor for 
the Cape; Mr. Westgarth, and Mr. A. Cc. 
Stewart, a local merchant of considerable 
colonial experience. One very strong and

the possession of the old country as an arbi- 
terin international questions being found to be 
agreat advantage.
